ma Bond, Friday, he stated that the prob- 
ability of Hobbs' complicity in the out- 
rage is very doubtful. Detective Page 
took Hobbs out to Mr. Bond's Friday 
morning and Hobbs gave a detailed state- 
ment of his whereabouts nnd actions 
prior to and after the outrage. He claims 
to have been working at Mitchell, a place 
a few miles east of St. Louis.

DEATH OP THOMAS McOABE. 


The Bemains Viewed by the Coro- 


ner's Jury and Sent to Terre 


Haute for Burial. 


The inquest Investigation.-The Verdio', 


Thomas McCabe, the macliiuist, who 


was stabbed in the left side on the pave- 
ment in front of Gilkeson & McClellaud's 
store, last Saturday evening by Hoy 
Slum-urn, died this morning at 4 o'clock. 
Last evening McCabe -was delirious and 
tried to get out of bed. Mortification was 
doing its deadly work. The poor man 
was in, great pain, and threw himself 
about in his agony. A few hours before 
his death he became easier and died 
peacefully. His assailant, Shurrum, whp 
wae arrested by Officer Brewer immedi- 
ately after the fatal quarrel, is yet in jail. 


THE IXQCEST. 


Coroner Dinneen was notified this 


morning of the death of McCabe, and this 
forenoon he summoned the following 
named gentlemen «s the jury to investi- 
gate the case: Henry Mitchell, foreman; 
J. W. Tyler,, jr., S. M. Tucker, Abram 
Kramer, J. A. Young and J, E. Gragg. 


The jury viewed the remains at the 


home of the deceased's family, in the 
third story of the old KeVere House build- 
ing1, and tie body -was prepared by tbe 
undertaker for Ehipmesst at 10:30 a. m., to 
Terre Haote,Ind,,for burial on Sunday, in 
compliance with the dying request of the 
deceased. McCabe «ame here from Terre 
Haute. Ind., where 'his brother and other 
relatives reside. 
2For over a year before 


the fatal quarrel of last Saturday he was 
a machinist at H. Mueller & Oo."s estab- 
lishment. 


As a matter oT greater comfort and con- 


venience the official investigation as to 
tbe circumstances of the assault on the 
deceased was held in the office of the 
Commercial Hotel. 


CHE TESTIJIGNT. 


Dr. Casts. Chenoweth testified, that he 


was called to attend the deceased after he 
was cut; found two wounds on the left 
shoulder blade, each an inch in length, 
and one in the left side of the abdomen 
about four inches belov the nave!, with 
the intestines protruding: with a wound 
of the intestine, beinr; a cut o£ three- 
fourths 07 an inch on «ae side and from 
one-towth to half an -aeh on the other 
side of tue intestine. I have no doubt 
but that wound caused the death of Mo- 
Gsbe. 
He showed evidence of having 


been drinking. 
His breath SBjeHetl <jf 


beer and whisky. 


Enfue Chilson tertified that be witness- 


ed the quarrel from his dye house, near 
the door of which he was landing at 
•vrork-.it the time, I first heard McCabe 
call -Slairrum a dirty name, and then 
make K run at him. Somebody called out, 
"Look out! he (Stinrrum)has a 'knife." 
McCabe then stopped within 3 or 4 feet, 
of Starrnm, and fcrned and walked back 
a short distance. He seemed to take a 
new tit, and tvaracd around anil-started' 
tor -Shurrum apian, and when he got 
withci good, trblking distance, with his 
arm raised apparently to strike,•Shurrum, 
threw up his hand in front of his'Iaee and 
he (Shurrum) icade a lunge at McCabe, 
and I suppose iie struck him in the. 
stomach. Both men struck. I could not 
sec who struck the first blow. They kind 
of closed up together and were -scuffing. 
After Shurrran -was knocked Sown Mo- 
Cftbe got on top df him, and while in that 
position Shiirruza struck MeOobe two or 


said he did not have any knife, but it was 
found in the prisoner's boot leg as de- 
scribed. 


Martin A. Hitt, who lives in Maroa, 


testified that he did not witness the fight, 
but he heard Shurrum say he allowed 
to kill the man before he left town. The 
threat was made before Shurrum was 
arrested and after the stabbing.

They visited quiet spots in the vicinity of 
the city of the dead, and later the couple 
entered, the cemetery, where they were 
promptly arrested b> Officers Bendure 
and Plotner. 
The couple bed had a 


scuffle, and iu the office of Justice Albert 
Priseilla swore out a warrant for the 
firrest of Thomas, charging him with mak- 
ing an attempt to outrage her person.— 
Silvers is now in the county jail, in default 
of $1,000 bail. The case will be ventila- 
ted before Albert at one o'clock to-mor- 
row afternoon, Priscill* is a daughter of 
J. A. Miller, a hod carrier. The family 
formerly resided at Cerro Gordo, and 
seven years ago a-citizen of that village 
was indicted by tie Piatt county grand 
jury at the instance of Prisciilo, who 
charged him with an indecent assault. ,At 
the triaJ said eifeen was acquitted. It is 
a violation of ihe rules for any one to 
enter the cemetery grounds after 8 o'clock 
at night.

O.NE of the most pnzzliug features 


of modern civilizcition is the fact that 
with all our theories and with all crar 
science and intelligence and zeal and 
remedial methods, no way has been 
found to slop the growth of insanity 
or _ to cure the 
disordered mind. 


Science and discovery have reached 
almost everywhere, and have devel- 
oped barriers to protect humanity 
against nearly all the plagues that 
attack the body, but so far mental 
distress is beyond human relief, and 
none can "minister to the mind dis- 
eased or wipe out the troubles writ- 
ten in the brain." 
The reports read 


at the recent conference of charities 
at Madison all agree that insanity is 
rapidly increasing in the United 
States, and show by the statistics 
that, while the increase in tho popu- 
lation during the last teu years was 
215 per cent, the growth of insanity 
has been 100 per cent, and the num- 
ber of cases brought for treatment 
frhow an alarming increase in the 
proportion of incurables. 
Modes of 


treatment arc' more comprehensive, 
intelligent and humane than they 
ever were, but the results do not 
show progress in the number of cases 
cured. 
According to the reports of 


that assembly, the most distinguished 
experts do not any longer contend 
that insanity is necessarily heredi- 
tary, although all agree "that the 
tendency toward it may be transmit- 
ted. 
The overtaxing of the nervous 


system is said to be the great cause 
of increase which is found among 
the most actively employed class of 
the population. Tho lack of rest 
and recreation, the exhaustion of the 
brain by labor and U)ought, the 
prevalence to anxiety and disappoint- 
ment are the great causes of mental 
disorders, and the deduction is, that 
.while we cannot cure insanity, we 
can prevent it by the proper observ- 
ance of the laws which nature has 
imposed upon body and mind, and 
by the cultivation of regular habits 
of labor and rest. 


ME. YOUSG and his son, of Gene- 


seo, N. Y., had some difference of 
opinion as to which of the twain was 
the better lighter,, The old man had 
a lingering sense of pride in his ear- 
lier achievements, and he hated mor- 
tally to think tho offspring of his 
loins he had been wont to larrup had 
grown into proportions sufficient to 
overmatch the parent stem.
